Robert S. Todd was unanimously elected Clerk of this 
House during the present Session, and the oath of office was ad¬ 
ministered to him. 

Mr. White nominated Messrs. John H. Rudd and Joseph Gray, 
as being, either, proper persons to fill the office of Sergeant at 
arms, and upon taking a vole between them a majority of all 
the votes appearing in the favour of Joseph Gray, he was there¬ 
upon declared duly elected. 

Mr. Turner nominated Mr. John Daniel as a proper person to 
fill the oflice of Doorkeeper; Mr. Ward nominated Ambrose 
Wickersham; Mr. Wtiite nominated John S. Robson; and Mr, 
Jonas nominated William B. Holeman; and upon taking three 
several voles between the Candidates on nomination (Messrs. 
Robson and Daniel being withdrawn on the third vote) a majority' 
appearedjin favor of Mr. WilliainB. Holeman, who was thereupon 
declared duly elected, 

A message from tlie senate by Mr, Rt:aseman: 

Mr. Speaker —1 am directed by the Senate to inform this House, 
that the Senate having met, formed a quorum, ai.d elected their 
officers, are now ready to proceed to legislative business. They

'riie committee havins reported in favor ofamending said rule, 
to I'ead as follows: ‘’SJ. The previous question lieing moved 
and seconded, shall bo put without debate, and shall be ‘shall the 
main fpiestion be now put?’ And if the yeas prevail, the main 
question shall he put without debate.” 

The question was then taken on adopting the amendment propo¬ 
sed hv said committee to said 23d rule, which was decided in 
the aflirmative.

A message from the Governor by^ Mr. Crittenden, his Secre- 
t.arv: 

J\Ir. Speaker —I am directed by the Governor to lay before this 
House, a message in writing. 

And then he withdrew. 

The said message was taken up and read as follows; 

Gentlemen of the Senate 

and of the House of Representatives: 

In the exercise of a power confided by the constitution to 
executive discretion, 1 have considered it my duty to convene the 
Legislature at an earlier period than that whicli had been desig¬ 
nated b\ law. 

A failure on the part of the last Legislature to elect a Senas 
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tor to Congress, or.Ciisioned a vacancy in that highly important 
oflice. which could not in due time be tilled, except by executive 
appointment, or by calling together the immediate representa¬ 
tives of the people, to enable them to perlorm that very respon¬ 
sible diitv. 'J'he latter alternative was resorted to without hesi¬ 
tation, under a conviction, that such a step would best comport 
with tlie genius of our institutions, and consequently be more sat¬ 
isfactory to our constituents. 

At all times, and under erery political vicissitude, it is due to 
the State, that she should be fully represented in the councils of 
the nation; and at^^:» former period in the history of this repub¬ 
lic, has it in (tiy opinion, been a matter of greater importance 
than at present. By the step thus taken, many of you may pos¬ 
sibly have been subjected to some incoiivenience, hut I rely with 
cor.fidence upon your disinterested patriotism, to make any rea- 
sontible sacrifice demanded by the exigencies of the country. 
Constituting, as yon do, a co ordinate branch of the govern¬ 
ment, and coming but recently from the bosoms of your reE[)ec- 
tive constituents, allow me to felicitate myself upon the knowl¬ 
edge, which you will lie enabled to impart to each other and to 
me, of the various interests, the feelings and w ants of those from 
whom wo hold our delegated authority. 

The past season has brought upon our cotintry no unusual af¬ 
fliction; upon our crops tio withering blight. Our fellow citi¬ 
zens have etijoyed the blessings of health; of the fruits of the 
earth our lands teem with abundance; and by a system of judi¬ 
cious legishition, we may rely on the author of all good, to ad¬ 
vance the general prosperity. 

•Since the adjournment of the last legislature, the full amount 
ol stock authorized bv law on the part of the State, has been 
subscribed to the several Turnpike Road Companies therein de¬ 
signated. The road from Louisville is under contract, and will 
soon be completed to Shelbyville. There remains, as I under¬ 
stand, a space of some miles of the road from Maysville to Lex¬ 
ington, not yet contracted for, owing to the inadequacy of the 
funds of the company for its construction. The speedy accom¬ 
plishment of this road to Lexington,and from that point to Lou¬ 
isville, is unquestionably a matter of the first importance to our 
country, and will doubtless engage the particular attention of 
the legislature. Besides the paramount advantages which we are 
confident of deriving, in a social and commercial point of view’, 
from this great national highway when completed, we are ad¬ 
monished even on the score of pecuniary gain, to accomplish the 
work as soon as |)racticable. The amount of toll hitherto charg¬ 
ed at ‘.he toll gale near Rlnysvilh;. is less l>v nearly one half than 
the amount specified by law, and no'withstanding this diminu¬ 
tion of the rates of toll, the stockholders have received a divi-

dendat the rateof thirtiien per cent, per annum. Tliis jrate is 
nxi d on ;i part of the road too, the coiistiiction of which lias 
exceeded hy about (ilfv per cent, what will he the average cost 
ot an equal length of the residucof the road? 

Believing that the time has arrived, when iJ is no lon-cr possi- 
b e for toe Legislature, with a due regard to the interests of the 
btate,to hesitate in cornmencing a system of Internal Improve¬ 
ments, 1 submit the following views of that interesting subject to 
your candid consideration. In addition to the roads now in nro- 
gre.ss, under the patronage of the Stale, there are several others, 
the commencement of which should not, as I conceive, be lontrer 
poj^lponecu ^ 

The continuation of the ureat National Road from Lexinirton 
as surveyed by the United Slates Fngineer; the road from Louis¬ 
ville ,n a direction to Nashville; the old wilderness turnpike, 
and roads leading from various important points alonsi the Ohio 
River, into the interior of the State, appear to me, impera- 
tivehto demand the attention of the Legislature. It will be 
Jiowcver, fertile representatives of the people to designate the 
most appropriate routes for commencing the ivoric. 

The general face of our country, and condition of its waters, 
may forbid the hope of success in any enlarged attempt to make 
canab; but the navigation of some of our rivers may be gr'-atlv 
and advantageously improved. Steam Boats of considerable 
burden, have 111 some instances ascended the Green and Barren 
Rivers as higii as Bowling-Green, a distance by water of nearly 
two hundred miUs. The practicability, therefore, of navigating 
these rive^rs by steam power, may be considered as settled. The 
tal s at Vienna, are supposed to constitute the chief obstacle; 
but wit 1 proper improvements, which it is believed canbeac- 
comphshed at no great expense, this obstruction can be removed. 
Ihecitizeijs of Warren county, have, during the past summer 
and present la.1, by voluntary contributions of money and labor, 
evincing an ardent patriotism, and a correct view of their best 
interests, removed various obstructions to the navigation of Bar¬ 
ren river. Thus a new field of enterprize is opened to the South¬ 
ern section of the State. If suitable aid is afforded In the Le¬ 
gislature, in securing a passage through the falls at Vienna, at 
ordinary stages of the water, a rapid increase of population and 
wealth must necessarily be the consequence in that part of the 
State. * 

I regret that I have no specific data to present to your consider¬ 
ation. respecting the prospect of removing olistructions to the 
navigation of the Kentucky and Licking Rivers. No report on 
that subject has yet been received by the Board ol Internal Irn- 
proverniMil. from the engineers who were appointed for that pur¬ 
pose. It is understood, however, that the xeport conperuing these. 
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rivers will be less favorable, (ban that whicli relates (o llic Green 
river. Bat vvlietber it «ill he of a cliaracfer, so ili'scoiiraging as 
to deter til ' Legislature from any attempt at imiHovcmcnt, is 3 et 
to be ascertained. 

You are aware of the commencement recep(lv,of the Lexing¬ 
ton and Ohio Rail Hoad, by the company incorporaled I'or that 
purpose. It is an inlerestin". and a noble work. It has been 
commenced undfr the most favorable auspices. The sagacitv, 
energy and pati iotism of its enterprizing patrons, command our 
unqualified admiration, and justly entitle them to the thanks, 
and to the patronage of the Slate. 

1 acknowledge the propriety of great caution on the pari of 
the Li'gislatnre, in lending its aid to works of this description 
generally. But excessive timidity retards, and may forever de¬ 
feat the best and de.are.st interests of society. Individual enter- 
prize may, in most cases of this character be trusted to pioneer 
the w ay. It is cool, calculatii g, and keen sighted ; and w lien its 
energies are directed by intelligence, as in this instance, the State 
has but little to risk, liy uniting a portion of its funds, with a 
still greater portion of the funds of individuaN. 

Kentucky has ample resources. Shelias great latent rvealth. 
She has good credit, and site calls upon you to exert it in her 
behalf. Like a fond mother weeping over her lost children, she 
bewails that portion of her industrious ])opulation, who are 
daily leaving iier (or tlie recesses o( the wilderness, or elsewliere, 
in search of employ meiit, and she calls upon you to clieck the 
growing evil. Canals you cannot make, but your roads and ri¬ 
vers may be im[)roved. 

It is believed to be a sound maxim in political economy, that 
rwlionrihccallh comlsis in the most enlarged and varied capacity 
to acquire the necessaries and comf.rts of life. The ancient, 
but fugitive theory, by which the minds of many had been be¬ 
wildered, tliat national w'ealth consisted in accwnulalions, over 
and above llie annual consumption has long since been cxjdoded. 

All practical statesmen now admit (hat hoarded accunndalionS} 
without a market, or tlie means of transportation, to nihrkct, are 
Viilneless and will soon peri-h. 

Whatever saves labor, or time, is admiled to be productive of 
wealth. Whatever facilitates and clieapens the piocess of e.x- 
changing one commodity for anoihe--, increases the capacity to 
produce: enriches the nation; adds to her otrensive,or defensive 
strength; diffuses happiness, comfort and joy amongst lier own 
citizens; increases tlieir love of home; affords them leisure for 
the cultivation of the mind; enables them to mingle, vvitbont de¬ 
fined limit, in the affairs of active practical life; exalts their 
character and that of the State, to the loftiest suniniit ofhu- 
oian elevation. 
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Itisin voiir power to put in motion, nncl to render active, llic 
bidierlo dormant enery;ies of the State in the "leat caii.-e of 
improvina' its own coiuiiiion, and therel)y do innrh and lasting 
gO')d to that integral part of this mighty and growing nation to 
wliirh yonr l.egislative jurisdiction extends. 

Can it he said that Kentucky is destitute of resources to ena- 
blcOier to open her iiavigaiile channels, audio make her roads’ 
How .'jre other {States cnahled to perform works of this de¬ 
scription, and of sucli vast magnitttdc? Our citizens tire not less 
enterprizing than the citizens of other Stales. They know that 
everv dollar of revenue judiciously ;ipj)lit'd to the improvement 
of the country, will soon be returned to (hern manyfold. They 
know how to discriminate hetweeii a revenue applied to purposes 
of this character, and a revenue, the object of which is to carry 
on wars of succession or of conquest, for pur[)Oses of royal ag¬ 
grandizement, or to gratify political atnbition. 

Remove the obstructions to t our commerce; improve llte arts 
of civil life; give a right direction to the intercourse of your 
citizens with each other, and with those of the other Sttites, and 
you will sacrifice upon the altar of an e.xpanded palrioti.«in, the 
unsocial,if not unworthy doctrine of nullification, a patriotism 
which derides every pretended limit, and rejects all boundaries 
not commensurate with the Uinon. 

If the Legislature will but tiuthorize it, no doubt whatever, 
need be entertained, that a loan can be obtained, for twenty, 
tdiirty, or forty years, by providing for the payment of a moderate 
interest thereupon, .innutillv. Will Kentucky proceed at once to 
the good work? Or will she siidr clown by supineness and inac¬ 
tivity, until she becomes a bye-word and a reproach to her sister 
States, a mere nuLance in the way of the intercouse of all enter¬ 
prising citizens, her territory for a considerable part of the year, 
inaccessible* to those who may have the temerity to approach her 
borders, and a prison house to those wlio at that season may Iiap- 
pen to be in her interior, from whicli it is difficult to escape. 

According to the estimate of the Auditor of I’ublic Accounts, 
the amoiiiU of expendilur(*s of the government, for tlie year end¬ 
ing on the lOtli of October, 1032, will be tw’o hundred and eigh¬ 
ty-four thousand, eight hundred and nine dollar.', and fifty cents. 

The amount expected to he received into the Treasury uj) to 
that period, is one hundred and forty-one thousand four hundred 
and fifty-nine dollars—thus leaviiii: a balance against the govern¬ 
ment, at the end of the present fiscal year, of one hundred and 
forty-three thousand,three hundred and fifty dollars and fifty- 
eight cents. 

The question arises whether it is not due to our constituents, 
that provision be made without delay to meet the Treasury 
deficit? 
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At ftiis lime an ii)co!i,sideraI)le increase will effect gradually 
that desirahh; object. But if the Legislative action is postponed 
from year to year, an extravagant tax must, in the end, be the 
consequence. 

Our revenue laws are defective. The aggregate amount of 
revenue may be increased some thousands of dollars, without 
increasing the rales now imposed. For the mode of performing 
this operation I refer you to life report of the Attorney General 
and Secretary of state, made by tljem to the last legislature, afi'er 
a careful and deliberate examination of the books of the Auditor 
and Treasurer. 

In addition to the amendments recommended by the report 
mentioned, it is deemed worthy of consideration whether so much 
of an act approved, January 31st, 1814, as exempts from taxation 
all that part of the mercantile capital of the county which is 
employed in the purchase of ‘‘goods, ware's, and merchandize^ 
manufactured in the United States,” ought not to be repealed. 
A repeal of this clause w ill encrease the aggregate amount of the 
revenue consideraldy. This law as now enforced, is not sound 
in principle—it contains an exception without good reason, to 
the salutary mode of etpializiag taxation; and it involves the 
merchant who wishes to discriminate correctly, the capital which 
he employs in the purchase of goods, wares, and merchandize 
m uiufactured in the United States, from that which is otherwise 
employed, in great dilKculty. 

If he is subjected to the payment of taxes upon the whole 
capital cmiiloyed in his business he will have no difficulty in 
giving in the true amount to the commissioner. By the amend¬ 
ment suggest! d, it is believed that the revenue from that partic¬ 
ular source w’ill be increased from four to five fold. 

It is also respectfully submitted, whether this law is not 
obnoxious to another objection? Whetlier the exemption which 
it contains, do. s not operate as a 6o!mt^ to the mechanics and 
manufacturers of other states, to the prejudice of those of oui owm? 
It may be right by congressional enactments, to protect the arts 
and industry of the citizens of the United States against (oieiga 
competition: and yet it may not be right for the slate to pass a 
law, thecffei't of which is to drive our own artists from the fair 
field of competition with those of the other states of this Union. 
It is believed that a similar provision is not to be found in tlie 
statutes of any other state. Owing to the low rate of our revenue 
tax at present, the effect of this law is but little felt—but in 
piinciple it cannot be right, and when the revenue is increased, 
tile effect will be felt more sensibly. 

By an examination of the books of the Auditor, it will be found 
that the atnount of stock belonging to the state, is as follows;— 
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In ihn Bonk of Kentiickv, one tmndred and forty nine thousand, 
one ’lUr di'cd and sevet)(y-live dollars. 

In the Bank of the Commonwealili, five hundred and eighty- 
seven thousand, tliree huridred and eleven dollars and thirteen 
cents. Of specie in the last mentioned bank, forlv-four thous¬ 
and seven hundred and fifiy-two dollars and fifty rents. The ag¬ 
gregate amount of the iiank stock, a considerable portion of 
wliich is in Commonwealth’s paper., is seven hundred and eighly'- 
one thousand, two hundred and thirty-eight dollars and sixty- 
three rents. The amount of stock belonging lo the State in 
turnpike roads, is forty-five thousand five huiidi-ed and fortv-three 
dollars, and lliirty-three cents. In bridge stock, five hundred and 
seventy-one dollars. The question is now presented to the con¬ 
sideration of the Legislature, whether the proper period has not 
arrived for making a final and decisive movement in relation to 
the bank stock belonging to tlie State? Is it not due to our con¬ 
stituents, that we should at once ascertain as nearly as we can 
how much of this stock can be realized? A knowledge of this 
fact appears to me to be indispeusible to a correct decision of 
the question respecting our revenue. For my own part, I am 
not without apprehensions, that whenever the business of the 
banks shall be closed, the deficiency will greatly exceed the 
amouiit now so generally' anticipated. 

Possibly mv apprehensions may be groundless; but after vvhat 
had occurred in the management of those offices my want of 
confidence is at least excusable. It is true that at present, the 
whole business of (he Banks is conceritrati d here under the con 
trol ofa few gentlemen in whose integrity, all who know them have 
the utmost confidi‘n<-e. Tliat a selection of individuals more faith¬ 
ful or capable, could be made in the Slate no one will or can 
pretend; but how far it will be in their power to restore chaos to 
order, or what sum ihev will in the end be enabled to realize, is 
a point upon wliich I cannot even hazard a conjecture. 

I- it not de-irable that we should know the whole truth respect¬ 
ing tliis fund? Whv not at once, put the business into the liands 
of'he Treasurer, that he may proceed to realise, ihe available 
amount within a reasonable time? If he needs assistance to per¬ 
form the duties required, provision can be made accordingly and 
ceriainly at much less expense to the State than it incurs at 
present—If it is objected (hat the interest of the delitors would 
not be sufficiently consulted. 1 assure the legislature that I 
am as much disposed to consult the interest of that class as 
any one else, who at the same lime duly regards the interest 
of the commonvvealth; for I hold it to be sound policy under 
existing circumstances, to surrender a part of the interest, or 
even of the principal itself, to those who will come forward 
and discharge their notes, rather than to conUuue the busiaes^s 
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as at present conducted. The diminution of expenses t' the 
state, would if applied to tlie benefit of the debtors, assist 
considerably in their alleviation. That such a step may 
be taken advantageously even to the debtor class and so as to meet 
their approbation generally, is in my opinion, quite rational to 
■suppose. 

But what are the advantages likely to result to the State? The 
people will then knorio what they have to rely upon from this 
doubtful and uncertain source. 

The legislator will soon be furnished with certain data to en¬ 
able him to form a correct view of the true interests of his 
Constituents. He can then move on, not in the dark, but with 
his eyes on the plain track that leads to the greatest prosperity. 
The state will then be rid of a depreciated and dishonored cur¬ 
rency—restored to its former healthful and vigorous action—to 
high and commanding credit—and the experience which she has 
had respecting a local irredeemable and dishonored currencv 
will probably not be lost upon her sons for many generations. 

It is now well understood that no state can by its legislation, 
act in violation of the moral law, with any reasonable or fair 
prospect of impunity—th.at an unworthy example set by the 
Slate will be followed to her own injury and consequent degrada¬ 
tion. 

In saying thus much of the past, I have to regret my inability 
to claim entire exemption from all participation in the measures 
last alluded to. It is therefore evidently not intended to pass any un¬ 
generous censure upon those who, like myself, (ailed to resist such 
measures originallv, nor yet upon those by whom they were pushed 
to still greater extremes. No imputation whatever is intended 
tor be cast, except upon the fallibility of our nature, respecli. g 
which I cannot be mistaken—for no one feels it more sensibly that: 
myself,or need in a greater degree the charitable indulgence of 
his fellow men. 

On the subject of education, it is only necessary forme to reit¬ 
erate the views heretofore urged upon the attention of preceding 
Legislatures. It is a subject that rises in magnitude and moral 
grandeur, far above every other within the range ol Legislative 
action. 

Power itself is but the offspring of eidigh'ened reason, before 
the shrine of which, barbarian legions are destined ingloriously to 
fall, or gloriously to worship. 

What language then, can I employ to impress upon mv coad¬ 
jutors the vast importance of this interesting and hallowed sub¬ 
ject—I, who have experienced all the disadvantages resulting 
from a neglected education, and am, therefore, doomed to (eel 
what I cannot express. 

The genius of the age is now in advance, and beckons the vd- 
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tiiries of ediication and improvement to follow on with inci ensed 
alacrity. To educate, is to improve the morals as well as the 
physical condition of society, nay more, it is lo ensure the hh ss- 
jngs of lihertv, peace, and civilization, with all their hrinlit 
train ofendearing enjoy merits, not only to our descendants through 
successive gcneivitions, hut as we fondly hope and believe, to the 
whole human family, many of whom are at tiiis time w ritiii.ig 
beneath the rod of their relentless oppressors. Such aie liic 
benefactions now and liereafter to flow from enlightened exam¬ 
ple. How sacred then, is the trust committed lo the representa¬ 
tives of the people! 

We have at tiiis time many living amongst us, wliose honored 
years have more than doubled the years of our young, hut glo¬ 
rious republic; and vet we have the pleasure to behold in every 
quarter of the civilized world in which cliiisiianity has shed its 
light, the active tendency of the human mind lo imitate our 
bright example of free government. Let thi.s light go out. and 
the enemies of litierty every wliere. will deride our repiililican 
principles and scotr at its votaries, while they rivet anevv the fet¬ 
ters which are now falling to the ground. 

But if our citizens are enlightened, their morals invigorated 
and physical condition improved; if we remain true to the prin¬ 
ciple, that a majoritv shall rule, and continue to rally around and 
sustain the republic, it requires no prophetic ken lo forelel the 
overthrow of superstition, bigotry and tyranny in every land. 

After having devoted many years of my life to the public ser¬ 
vice, the day is at hand, when I shall retire from a station of high 
responsibility, to whicli I liave been called by the uiibougbt suf¬ 
frages of my countrymen. But 1 go to occupy the lofty and com- 
inaiiding eminence of a free citizen, and, as 1 fondly hope, during 
the remnant of my days, to enjoy the blessings of a free govern¬ 
ment. To witness in my retirement, tiie animating spectacle of 
my country’s prosperity, and to he sensible that while i remained 
a servant of the public. 1 had, by my liumble efforts, been in 
some degree instrumental in giving an Impulse to the measures 
in which that prosperity originated, would be to me a souice of 
high and enduring gratification'—a reward for all my humble 
services worthy of my most ambitious aspirations. Believing 
sincerely, that, beneath the smiles of approving heaven, it is in 
the power of the fjcsislature greatly to advance the. prosperity 
and happiness of our iiiteligenl constituents, I can only promise 
my ready co-operation in the adoption of the measures herein re¬ 
commended, and in every other lor the attainment of tiial object, 
that the legislative wisdom mav d'-cise.

THURSDAY KOVEMBER 10, 1831. 

The Speaker laid before the House the annual report of the 
Keeper of the Penitentiary, wliich is in the following words: 

To the Honorable, 

The Legislature of Kentucky. 

In compliance with tite act ol the Legislature appointing 
me the Keeper of the Penitentiary, it now becomes my duty to 
report to you its present condition, a duly which is discharged 
.’’.rith pleasure. 

There are now confined in the Penitentiary ninety-four con¬ 
victs, all in good health; and I am ha|)py to say that they have 
.enjoyed good health during the last} ear. Neither a death nor an 
escape lias occurred since my last report. 'I'he concerns of the 
institution have been prosperous and profitable; the manufactur¬ 
ed articles iiave been in demand, sales have been brisk; and it is 
due to the prisoners to say, that they have displayed indnstiy and 
willingness in aiding me to meet the demand (or manufactured 
tirticles. 

I have usually employed sixteen blacksmiths: twelve waggon 
makers; five chair makers; fifteen bagging spinners; lour bagging 
weavers; four wenvei’s-ot wciollens. such as broad cloth, blankets 
jeans and carpeting; .six shoe makers; four cpiillers; two coojiers; 
six hatters; five stone cutters; seven hands emplojed in carding 
and spinning wool and dressing rioth : one engi eer; one fireman; 
one miller; one sley-maker;one brnsh-maker. and three ( oaks. 

Since my last Ri'port, tidrty-five persons have been received, 
and twenty nine have been dischai-ged. ten of whom were pardon¬ 
ed, ot whom four had served nearly all llicir sentences.

The committee of Courts of Justice have according to order 
had under consideration, the leave to tliern referred, which was 
given to^ bring in a bill to aulliorise Polly W, Johnson, administra¬ 
trix of B, Johnson deceased, to sell certain real estate, and come 
to tlie following resolution thereon: 

Resolved, That it is inexpedient to legislate upon (he subject. 

Which being twice read, and amended, by striking out the 
word‘-inexpedient,” and inserting in lieu thereof the word, “ex¬ 
pedient,” was concurred in. 

On motion; 

Ordered, That the committee for Courts of Justice, he dis¬ 
charged from the further consideration of the petition of-Samuel 
Arbuckle.and others, and that the same be referred to a select com¬ 
mittee of Messrs. White, Wilson and E. Smith. 

Mr, Ewing from the cdmrnittee of Ways and Means, to whom 
was referred, “a bill for tlie benetit of John D. Hay,” reported the 
pmfie with an amendment, which being twice read, was concurred 
in; and the said hill as anieiuled, ordered to be engrossed and 
.reird a third time to-morrow. 

^Ir. Chambers (rom the committee on Internal Improvements, 
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. 1 n, «">s relcrreil, "a bill appropriating some of the vacant 
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and third reading of the first bill having been dispensed with cin4 
the same being engrossed^ 









Rpsohedi, That tlie said bill do pass, and that the title thereof 
be as aCoresaid. 

Ordered, That the Clerk carry the said bill to the Senate and 
request their concurrence. 

Ordered, That the committee of the whole house be discharged 
from the further consideration of a hill, more effectually to pre¬ 
vent the importation of slaves into this state as merchandize, and 
the substitute offered by Mr. Ewing. 

T'lesaid bill was then read as follows, viz. 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the Common- 
iueullh of Kentucky, 'I’hat from and after the first day ol June 
ncxi, none shall be slaves in this commonwealth, except such as 
shall he slaves within the same on that day, and the descendants 
ol the females of them, and such slaves as shall thereafter be 
lawfully imported into this State, and the descendants of the 
females of tliern. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enne.ted. That from and after the said first 
day ol June, it shall not be lawful for any person or persons to 
import into this State, any slave or slaves, except emigrants to the 
State bringing their slaves w ith them for their own use, and not 
for merchandize, and citizens of this State claiming slaves in an¬ 
other State, by devise, descent or marriage; in all which cases it 
shall be lawful for any such persons to import such slaves for their 
own use, and not as merchandize. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force, prohibiting the importation of 
slaves into this State, are hereby repealed, from and after the 
fir't day of June next. Provided, That the provisions of this act 
shall not apply to persons transiently passing through the com¬ 
monwealth with a slave or slaves, on their way to any other 
Slate or country, unless such slave or slaves shall be sold or left 
by such person in this State. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That any person who shall obtain 
his or her freedom under the provisions of this act, shall leave this 
commonwealth withinsix months thereafter, and continue out of the 
same; and on his or her failure to do so, shall be liable to be pro¬ 
ceeded against, in every respect, as is now provided for proceed- 
in against free negroes who migrate to this commonwealth. 

Sec. 6 . Be it further enacted, That any person who shall bring 
to this commonwealth any individual, who by the laws heretofore 
in force would have been a slave, over the age of forty years or 
decripid or infirm under that age, except the person bringing such 
individual, shall be migrating to this State with intention to re¬ 
side in the same, or does reside in this commonwealth, and receives 
such individual by marriage, descent or devise in another Slate, 
the person so bringing surh individual into this State, shall, for 
every such individual so brought, forfeit and pay one hundred 
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dollars to be recoverol and appropriated as other forfeitures are 
noiv recovered and applied by law. 

Sec. 6. Be it further eriarlerJ, Tliat the provisions of this hill 
shall no! apply to any slave owned by a cilizen of this Slate, who 
shall be hired out in another Stale, on the first day of June next. 

Sec. 7. Beit further enacted^ That all suits for freedom, under 
the provisions of this act, shall be instituted witliin three years 
next after the accrual of the cause of action, and not afterwards. 

The proposed substitute was then read as follows “strike out 
the whole of the bill after the enacting clause, and in lieu thereof, 
insert the following. 

A Bill la preveril the importation of Slaves into this Commonwealth, 

That from and after the first day of June next, it shall not be 
lawful for any person or persons, to import into this state any slave 
or slaves, except emigrants to the state, bringing their slaves 
with them for their own use, and not as merchandise, and citi¬ 
zens of this state claiming slaves in another state, by devise, de¬ 
scent or marriage; in all which cases, it shall be lawful for any 
such persons, to import such slaves for their own use; and all 
slaves and the descendants of the females thereof, imported into 
this state contrary to the provisions of this act, shall be forfeited 
to the Commonweath. Provided,, That nothing herein contained, 
shall be so construed, as to apply to persons transiently passing 
through, or visiting this state with a slave or slaves, unless such 
slave or slaves shall be sold in this state, or left by such person to 
be sold; nor shall any thing herein be so construed, to prevent 
any. person wiioisnow a resident of Kentucky, and who may be 
the owner of any slave or slaves, that may be out of the state, on 
hire or otherwise, on the said first day of June next, or who may 
hereafter send bis slave or slaves out of the slate, on business or 
otherwise, from bringing back said slave or slaves, or their de¬ 
scendants into the state. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, 'fhat in addition to 'he forfeiture of 
said slave, so unlawfully imported, if any person or persons shall 
impoit a slave or slaves to this state, contrary to the provisions 
of tnis act, he or she, bis or her aiders and abettors shall be sub¬ 
ject to a fine of not less than two hundred and fifty dollars, nor 
more than five hundred dollars, and shall be imprisoned not less 
than six months, nor more than tivelve months on conviction be.- 
fore the circuit court, upon the presentment of the grand jury. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That it shall be the duty of each 
of the Attornies for the commonwealth, w'henever any information 
is given to him, or it shall otherwise come to his knowledge, by 
aucli information that hfe has reasonable grounds to believe that 
a slave or slaves has been introduced or imported into this state, 
Gontr.iry to this act, to draw up a petition to the court, in the 
naineof the commonwealth, setting forth the facts; which petition

may be laid before the jud^e in open court, or at his chamber. 
Wlicreupon. it shall be the duty of the court (o make fuel) order, 
by directing said slave or slaves to be taken into custody, or such se¬ 
curity to be taken as will cause him or her to be forthcoming, to 
abide the (uturc order of the court therein; and said court shall 
cause the proof to come before him at the next court after said or¬ 
der sludl be made, or at such other court to which said petition 
may be c ontinued, and an inquiry to be had before a jury whether 
said slave or slaves has been forfeited; and the mdster or individ¬ 
ual claiming said slave or slaves, shall be made defendant to said 
petition, and shall he served with process to appear and shew 
cause, if any, why said slave or slaves should not be forfeited; and 
if said jury shall tind that said slave or slaves, has been imported 
contrary to the provisions of this act, or is the descendant of a fe¬ 
male imported contrary to its provisions, it shall be the duty of the 
court to pronounce a judgment of forfeiture, and order said slave 
or slaves to be sold by the Sheriff to the highest bidder, at public 
auction, on the public square of the town, where said condemna¬ 
tion shall take place, on the first day of some court, the same no¬ 
tice of the time and place of sale being given, as by sale undeb 
execution; and the same compensation to be allowed to the Sher¬ 
iff for his services. And it shall be the duty of the Sheriff to pay 
the [)roceedsof said sale into the public treasury; deducting there¬ 
from all costs, in like manner as he is required to pay the public 
revenue, and subject to the like penalties for a failure. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
grand jury to present all persons who shall be guilty of a viola¬ 
tion of this act, and also to present ail persons who shall have in 
his or her possession, a slave orslaves, or the descendants of a slave 
or slaves imported contrary to the provisions of this act, and no 
prosecutor shall be necessary. And upon the trial of an indict¬ 
ment against a person for having a slave or slaves in bis or her 
possession, imported contrary to law', that he or she is guilty, it 
shall be the duty of the court to pronounce a judgment of forfei¬ 
ture with costs, and direct said slave or slaves to be sold as is di¬ 
rected in the second section of this act. And when a verdict 
'shall be found against an individual, for having imported said 
slave, a judgment shall be rendered for the fine and imprison¬ 
ment, imposed by the second section of this act, and he shall be 
forthwith committed to jail. 

. Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, Tiiat all fines raised by the for¬ 
feiture of slaves under this act as well ashy penalties imposed, 
shall be paid into the public treasury, and be set apart and con¬ 
stitute a fund to be used under the directions of the Governor, 
in conjunction with such other as may bp appointed by thelegisla- 
ture in defraying the expenses of transporting free persons of coV 
isar to the coast of Africa. 
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Sec. G. Be il further ennckrt, Tliat it shall be the special duty 
of all justices of the peace, judges, constables sherids, and 
county attornies, to give information of a violation of this act, 
to the Attorney for the cominoritt’ealth, or to the grand jui'V, and 
it shall be the special duty of the'Attorney of the commonwealih, 
to prosecute the same, and in all cases where a judgment shall be 
recovered, the said aitorney shall be entitled to a tax fee, of twen¬ 
ty dollars, to be retained out of the sum collected for a forfeiture 
of a slave, or for the fine imposed. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted^ That it shall he tiie special duty 
of tlie court at each term, to give this act in charge to tlie grand 
jury, and itsliall further be the duty of the grand jury, upon the 
information of one of their own body, or wliere tin-}, or any one of 
their body shall have reasonable grounds to suspect that this act 
has been violated, tocaiise witnesses to come before them, and dil¬ 
igently enquire and present all olfenccs against lliis act. 

Sec. 8. Beit further euader!^ Thatitshall he the duty of attor- 
iiies for the several counties in this state, in like manner and form 
as is prescribed in the third section of this act for attornies 
for the commonwealth, to proceed by petition against all persons 
wlio may have a slave or slaves in their possession unlawfalh im¬ 
ported; and in case of conviction, he shall he entitled to a tax fee 
of twenty dollars, to be retained out of the sum arising from the 
forfeiture. And each of said attornies for the commonwealth, as 
well as each of the. attoniies for the county, shall at the first court 
after the first day of April next, in addition to tnt oath which has 
been administered to them, take a solemn oath, tliat he will faith¬ 
fully prosecute all persons guilty of a violation of tlii.'sat t, of (heir 
own knowledge, or upon the informatio.n of others within the 
boundsof their county or circuit, as tlie case may be; and inca.ses 
where the attornies for the county shall file the petition, it stiall 
be the duty of the Aitorney for the commonwealth, to aid in the 
prosecution. 

Sec. 9. Beil further enacted^ That all laws now in force in this 
state, prohibiting the importation of slaves, are repealed, from 
and after the 1st day of Juiie next; and no petition sliali In- filed, 
or prosecution take place under the provisions of this act, unh'ss 
the same siiall be commenced within three years from and after 
the unlawful importation of said slaves or slaves, or from and after 
the iHilawful importation of the female ancestor of tlie same.

The Speaker laid before the House the follovvin'g communica¬ 
tion from the President of tlie Bank of Kentucky, viz: 

Bank of Kentucky, December, 1, 1831. 

Sir: 

It ha? heretofore been our practice to close the books of 
this institution on the lOth instant, for the purpose of making an 
annual report to the Legislature; but as that body has been con¬ 
vened at an earlier period than usual, and as it has been intimat¬ 
ed to me, that it may be necessary in the course of Legislation, 
to have a report at as earl) a period as practicable, 1 have tjow 
the honor of enclosing, herew ith, a general statement, showing 
the condition of the institution on this day,inclusive. 
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The entire amount of capital stock now held in the insiilulion, 
,, exclusive of the residuaiy interest.) is §283.580; of which the 
Stale of Kenttickv is the owner of 69G7 shares, amounting nomi¬ 
nally to §149,175; and corporale and individual stockholder^ 
own 5383 shares, am ainiing nominally to §134.405, by which, it 
will be seen that ttie State osvns 584 shares, amounting to §14, 
100 of the complete stock, more than all the individual and cor¬ 
porate stockholders collectively. 

By a comparison of the present, with the last annual report, 
it will be seen, that since that period the institution has redeem¬ 
ed of its capital stock, 31 shares, amounting to § 1 90; and by means 
of negotiations and compromises with individuals for bad debts, 
and in part by the sale of real estate. ctFected a redi-mption of 2135 
shares of the residuary interest, ot one tilth on each share, a- 
mounting nominally to §42,700; leaving ol that stock unredeem¬ 
ed, in the hands of individuals, 7856 shares, amounting nominally- 
to the sum of §160,700. 

Since my last annual report, the President and Directors have 
made two distributions of the capital slock of §5 on each share, 
and have paid to th“ Treasurer, §29,835 in silver, and alike 
amount in notes of the Bank of the Commonwealth and its 
branches, which, whim added to the previous distributions 
m ide and paid over, is 75 per cent, or §75 on each share, leaving 
5 percent, or §5 on each share remaining to be paid to the 
State and those individuals who have not surrendered their 
stock, and when paid, will place all the stockholde.'’s in the insti¬ 
tution on an equality, in relation (o the amount they shall have 
received. I’his desirable object, it is confidently believed by the 
President and Directors can, with proper exertions, be elfected 
by the first April next. 

The “currerit profits” of the institution, since the first day of 
January last,amount to §14,834, 26 and the current expenses” 
for the same period, to §6.105 60, which, deduced from the “cur¬ 
rent profits” leaves a nett gain of clear profit, of §8,728 66; whicli 
will at the end of the year, together with that w'hich may accumU' 
late in the interim, be carried to the general accountof surplus pro¬ 
fits, It will be seen by a comparison of the present, with the last re¬ 
port, that but a small reduction has been effected in the “current 
expenses” of the institution. Nor can I perceive any source from 
which to expect a further reduction to any considerable extent, 
except in discontinuing tw'o of the agencies, and consequently, 
two of the agents now attached to the institution. This wall be 
done as soon as those two agents shall have completed their pre¬ 
sent tour of collections, and settled their accounts at this office. 


The real estate owned by the institution, and disposed of with¬ 
in the current year amounts to the sum of §55.306 64, the whole 
of which, was by express stipulaiiou paid, or made pay able in 
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stock oflheinstilution, or gold or silver, within the current year. 
Notes of the corporation made payable to bearer, zchivh were then 
in circulation, amounting to the sum of §1,033 2o only, have been 
redeemed at this ollice by payment in silver, and were subse¬ 
quently cancelled and burnt in the presence of the Auditor and 
Treasurer of this State, which reduces the amount now in circu¬ 
lation to §32,571 14. This fatt is conclusive to my mind, that 
our gain by the loss and destruction of the notes of the corporation 
will exceed (he estimate heretofore made. 

It sometimes happens that debtors to the institution, from whom 
nothing can be made by execution, are the owners of more or 
less of its joint stock, which cannot be reached but by a bill in 
chancery, the expenses of which would, in many instances, equal 
or exceed thd amount in contest. It not unfrequently happens 
with debtors thus situated, to sell their stock to individuals for 
money, which stock by an ordinance of the President and Direc¬ 
tors should remain as some indemnity to the institutiOfn for those 
debts. Whether the bank has alien ot) the stock in such casesj 
or precedence over other creditors or purchasers, has never been 
directly decided in relation to this institution. But the same ques¬ 
tion has been decided in the case of Dana vs. Brown, 1st J. J. 
Marshall’s Reports, page 304. It is therefore '-espectfully sub¬ 
mitted to the consideration of the Legislature, whether it is not 
just and proper to give the Bank a lien on all such stock where 
there are no other resources of procuring payment. 

At the last session of the Legislature, a resolution was passed 
by the Senate, requesting “the President and Directors to make 
out by the next session of the Legislature, an expose of the sur¬ 
plus profits and losses of the Bank, in conformity to the princi¬ 
ples of this report.” In compliance with which, the labor has 
been commenced, and the work is progressing as rapidly as the 
limited means within the control of the institution will permit, 
consistent with the ordinary' or current business of the day. 

Its completion however cannot be anticipated within the time 
prescribed by the resolution, nor can it be material as regards 
legislation on the subject, because another session of the Legisla¬ 
ture must intervene before the institution will be in a condition to 
make a distribution subsequent to that alluded to in a previous 
part of this communication. 

The period fixed by law' fOr finally closing the concerns of this 
institution, is not now distant, and it must be a desiiable object 
with the Legislature and indiffidual stockholders, as it is with the 
officers of the Bank, that it should be effected with as little delay 
as practicable. All good debts due the institution, whether for 
original accommodation or for the purchase of real estate, will 
be collected before the expiration of the time limited by law, for 
dosing the concern of the Bunk; but to collect all the doubtful 
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apd debts, will be impracticable. The period too will hoon 
arrive, when the profits of the institution will not defray its ( x- 
peiises. Can it be wise policy then, to prolong the existence of 
an institution with a set of officers running over the country ir 
Si'arcli of insolvent debtors, and perhaps not collecting as much 
money in the course of the year as yvill pay (heir salaries? 

The President and Directors are using every effort in their 
pow'cr, to make compromises yyith the individual debtors to the 
■institution, from whom nothing can be made by execution; but they 
doubt their authority to sell and transfer those debts to third par¬ 
ties. It is, therefore, respectfully submitted tothe consideratioti of 
the legislature, yvhetherauthorify should not be given the President 
and Directors, at their discretion, to dispose of such debts at 
public auction or otheryvise, at sucli time and place, and in such 
manner as they may deem best, for the interest of ttie institution, 
and to give to the pu.-chaser, as assignee, all the rights whici' the 
institution had in the prosecution of its claim. It this course is 
adopted, the state and individual stockholders will soon realize tlie 
remaining interests they respectively hold in the institution, and 
the Bank of Kentucky will exist no longer.

Mr. White from the joint committee appointed to examine the 
Register’s oflice, made the following report: 

The joint committee of the Senate at)d House of Representa¬ 
tives, appointed to examine and report the state .of the Land of¬ 
fice, have performed the duty required, and report, 

I'hat they find transmitted from the Virginia Land oftice, sur- 
veys in bundles, numbered from 1 to 273, neatly labelled, with an 
alphabet. Also, 15 bundles containing the cavcated and defec¬ 
tive surveys, on which Grants have issued; 4 bundles of caveatcd 
surveys; 2 bundles defective surveys, and one bundle of surveys 
mislaid from their proper bundles, all neath labelled and recor¬ 
ded in 11 volumes, well bound, with a complete alphabet; 2 bun¬ 
dles of warrants located and mislaid; 1 bundle copies of wills; 
16 volumes, the record of grants, issued on the aforesaid surveys, 
in good order, with a complete alphabet; the record of military 
•warrants from the Virginia Land office,in two volumes, with al¬ 
phabets, in good order; a list of Virginia treasury warrants in two 
volumes; the record of preemption warrants, in one volume; and 
one volume containing the record of warrants under the procla¬ 
mation of 1763, w'ith alphabets, and in good order; commissioners 
certificates granted in 1779 and 80, in 3 volumes with alptiabetsjin 
good order; the sale books of non-residents latids, for the years 
1800, 1, 2 and 4, have a new alphabet, (though the books are some¬ 
what worn.) The books in which the sales of 1805, 6, 7, 8, 9, 1 0, 
11, 12, 13. 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20, are recorded, they find 
in good order with alphabets; two volumes in which surveys have 
been registered since 1792, in good order. The said survevs 
are lied up in bundles, numbered from 1 to 145, neatly labelled 
with an alphabet; the record of these surveys together with the 
record of some grants in 11 volumes with an alphabet, in good 
order; the grantsissued on the aforesaid surveys are in 19 volumes^ 
with an alphabet, in good order; the surveys on headright claims- 
are neatly registered in three'volumes, with two alphabets, ^one 
of which is much worn); the headright plats and certificates of 
survey are filed in bundles numbered from 1 to 313, neatly la¬ 
belled, and are recorded in 17 volumes, with two alphabets, in 
good order. The grants issued thereon are recorded in 28 vol¬ 
umes, well bound with two alphabets, in good order. Land war- 
rarkts issued under the act of 1800, the surveys and grants on the 
same, and also, the Tellico surveys and grants, are in three vol¬ 
umes; they are registered in one volume, the original sur\evs 
tied up in 13 bundles, neatly labelled, all in good order; 9 bun¬ 
dles of certificates, on which warrants have issued, 7 bundles of 
certificates of sale of non-residents’ lands on wtiich deeds have 
issued; one bundle of Attorney General’s opinions tg^ the Regis-

an alphabet in good order; May’s entries (so called) transcribed 
in five volumes, with two alphabets in good order; one volume 
of Green’s deputy register of surveys, made previous to June 1792; 
one volume relinquishments in tolerable order; a list of Kentucky 
land warrants issued under the act of 1814, and subsequent arts 
in 3 volumes, and the record of said warrants in 10 volumes. 
The original surveys made on said warrants are tied up in 312, 
bundles neatly labelled and recorded in 16 volumes, w'ell bound, 
the grants issued thereon recorded in 26 volumes, with two al¬ 
phabets in good Crder; the said surveys are neatly registered in 
4 volumes with three alphabets in good order; 3 volumes in 
which caveats are recorded, with alphabets; 11 books of origi¬ 
nal entries from the county of Fayette, neatly transcribed in 4 
volumes, well bound with an alphabet, in good order, agreeably 
to an act of Assembly approved 5th January 1824; one book of 
original eidries from the county of Mercer; onefrom Bourbon, 
and one from Nelson, have b.een returned by the surveyors of said 
counties to the Register’sotiice agreeably to an act of Assembl} ap¬ 
proved Feb. I2th 1820; all of which books of entries are iti order 
fit to be used. The Surveyor of Jefferson county has failed to 
return the original entries of that county to the Register’s ollice, 
as your co.aimittee have been informed by the Register; 1 volume 
of military grants for land west of the Tennessee river; I volume 
in which the purveys of that land are recorded, and one in which 
they are registered, the surveys are neatly tied up in 6 bundles, 
each volume having a separate alphabet; 2 volumes in which 
certificates of sales of land west of the Tennessee river are recor¬ 
ded; 3 volumes of grants issued 'hereon, with alphabets in good 
order; 1 volume of Henderson’s field notes; 1 volume in which 
surveys of land south of Walker’s line are recorded; 2 volumes of 
grants, one volume in which the same are registered, with alpha¬ 
bets in good order. The surveys of the lands are tied up in 19 
bundles neatly labelled; 1 volume of the list of warrants south 
of Walker’s line; 1 volume in which those warrants are recorded; 
one volume in which the surveys on forfeited lands are registered; 
One volume of the record of grants on the same, with alphabets 
in good order; 7 bundles certificates of sale of lands west of the 
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'I’ennessee river, on which grants have issued, neatly labelled. 
The whole office exliibits dilligence and care in the Register. 

Your committee further report that ihe Register’ offii e produces 
to the revenue collectable in the treasury Irom its office fees a 
handsome sum. By the report of the Auditor to the present Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, the amodnt pai l in by the Register for the last 
tiscal year, is §833 11. Since the enactment of the law requir¬ 
ing the Register to pay into the treasury the contingent fees of 
his office, tiie business of that office has greatly increased, by va¬ 
rious laws pissed, relating to the public lands, and particularly 
by those laws respecting the appi-opriation of the public lands to 
seminaries, roads, and tiie land south west of the Tennessee river. 
Were the usual fees paid on all these services, the revenue on 
all this gratuitous service Would greatly enhance the amount of 
revenue from this source. 

The committee are of opinion that the labour of the office is 
greatlv increasing, and requires the service ofan additional Clerk, 
which the Register is unable to employ out of his present salary, 
and believing as they do, that the office is of greater importance 
than any other, because of its being exclusively the deposit of the 
evidence of the land titles of the country, they would respectfully 
recommend the passage of a law, authorising the Register to re¬ 
tain out of the fees of his office in his Settlement with the Auditor 
the sum of $ to be employed in the employment of an ad¬ 

ditional clerk, in his office. They recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, That a law ought to pass allowing the Register to re¬ 
tain out of the contingent fees of his office, a reasonable sum to en¬ 
able him to employ an additional clerk in his office.

Sir; 

The undersigned having been elected President and Directors 
of the Salt River and Tajlorsville Bridge Company, under an 
act of tlie General Assembly of the ( ommonwealth of Kentucky, 
approved 29th January, 1830, incorporating a company to build a 
bridge across Salt river at Taylorsville, beg leave through you to 
report: That by virtue of the powers vested in us by the act 
incorporating said cr.mpany, we did, on the 15th day of December, 
1830. make a contract with a certair, George Bourne, tor the 
erection of a bridge across Salt river, at Taylorsville, upon the 
plan of “Ithiel 'I'owns” patent, so called, for the sum of three 
thousand five hundred dollars. That said George Bourne has gone 
on and completed said bridge, and on yesterday tendered to us 
the key and with it the bridge, and demanded from us the bond 
executed by him, binding him to build said bridge, w'hich we re¬ 
jected; although from the report of Achilles Easley, surveyor of 
Spencer county, hereto appended, it appears that the work has 
been well executed, and the majority of the board believe that 
the work is well done, but do not believe that tliey have the power 
of surrendering to the contractor, his bond, without a violation of 
their duly. 

We further report, that the contractor is not bound to surren¬ 
der to this board, until the 25th inst. at which lime, if received, it 
will be ready for use. In the erection of the bridge, this board 
contracted simply for the building thereof, and filling up and gra¬ 
ding the road way to the bridge. We submit to the Legislature 
the propriety of so amending the charter as to give to the Presi¬ 
dent and Directors of said company,the power of erecting a toll 
house at the end of the bridge. We believe it absolutely neces- 














VVe have rc.ceivccl the sinri of ,^‘1360 from the county court of 
Spencer county, who are the owners oi 30 shares in the joint and 
capital stock of said company, and $500 from the Treasurer of 
this commonwealth; and have checked upon the Treasurer in fa¬ 
vor of said Georg;e Bourne, for $850 in addition, all of which has 
been applied towards paying said undertaker, for the building of 
the bridge, and for incidental expenses incurred by the board, in 
advertisifig the letting of the bridge, and for drafts of a plan, &c. 
All of which is respectfully reported.

1. The Speaker laid before the House Ihe annual reporl ofthe 
trustees of the Asylum for the tuition of the Deaf and Dumb at 
Danville; which is in tlie following words: 

To the Honorable, the Speaker, 

of the House of Representatives. 

The Trustees of the As)lum for the instruction ofthe deaf and 
dumb, would respectfully report; 

'riiat the pupils in the institution have, during the past year, 
enjoyed good liealth generally, and made satisfactory progress in 
the acquirement of useful knowledge. 

It will be perceived by the annexed list of pupils, that the 
number has been somewhat increased during the year. In view 
ofa further addition tlie Trustees have deemed it necessary to 
add a tew rooms to their buildings for their proper and healthful 
accommodation. This work is in progress, and expected to be 
finished during the next month. The expenditure for this object 
will appear in the next years amount of disbursements. 

By the annexed statement it will be seen that during the past 
year the sum of ,§1000 only, has been received from Florida. 
This sum wa immediately placed on loan at six per cent, interest 
in pursuance ofthe design heretofore expressed by the Board, of 
creating a permanent and productive fund for the support of the 
institution. A greater amount would have been forwarded if 
collections of our debts could have been effected by our Agent. 
He informs us tfiat the unusual sickness prevalent in that Terri¬ 
tory has produced such a stagnation in business as to disappoint 
his expectations. 

In the month of September last the Board sent Mr. Jacobs and 
one of the pupils to visit the Legislature of 'fennessee, tfien in 
session at Nashville, with a view to induce that state to make 
provision b\ law for the instruction at this institution, of their 
indigent mutes, as has been done by the state of Mississippi. 

Mr. Jacobs reports. That he was cordially received bv the 
Governor and Legislature, and thinks that the object of his 
mission will be effected. The Board has not as yet learned the 
result.

Of those remaining at last report, seven have been dis¬ 
charged cured, and seven cases of mortality have occurred. The 
number now in the house is one hundred and two.

The convicts ajipear to he as well provided for as (he nature of 
their situation requires, and it is a reinarkahle fact, (liat althougli 
there are ninety-four now in the Penitentiary, there is not one oa 
the sick list, except a very old man, who is, at host, very inlii nn 
There is kept up a regular and exact discipline amongst the con¬ 
victs: at night they are kept in solitary confinement, and so muck 
ol every Sunday as they are not engaged in attending (he Sunday 
school, or attending divine service; during (he residue ol the 
week they are engaged in uselul labor, 'Phe comrrjttee are 
happy to learn, that a number of the convicts wdio attend the 
Sunde.y school, have made considerable progress in spelling and 
reading, and from information whicir we have received, and on 
which we can rely, we have r.o hesitation in saying, that the' 
Sabbath school should l)e kept up, and books furnished lor the use 
of this unfortunate portion of tiie human race. The committee 
are gratified in being able to report that the institution is in a 
very flourishing condition; it is believed that the profits of the 
institution, after deducting all expense for the current year, w iU 
fall little, it any snon of .§'6000. Upon examination of the dif¬ 
ferent shops and work houses Itelonging to the Penitentiary, it is 
believed that great improvement in the institution, would he 
effected by throwing the wnole into one room, the convicts are 
now, from necessity, stationed in eight or nine different rooms, 
and it is not practicable for the keepet or his assistant, to have 
them, at all times, in view, and nearly all the mischief has its 
origin in these small siiops, in the absence of tlie keeper, the 
committee, therefore, report the following resolution;
